Operator Eccies Stuck to the Ship a 


Moment Too Long. 


New York, Aug. 28.—An account of 
the disaster lias been received by the 
United 
W ireless 
company,

whose operators, G. E. Eccles, of Win­ 
nipeg, perished in the sinking of the 
steam ship Ohio off the Alaskan coast. 
Operator Booth at Ketchikan, Alaska, 
in a dispatch to the headquarters of 
the company here, says: 
“About I a. rn., I was sitting with 
my receivers clapped to my ears, hav­ 
ing just finished working with Oper­ 
ator Eccles on board the Ohio, when 
I was startled by hearing him call ‘C. 
Q. D., C. Q. D.’ 
I immediately an­ 
swered and he sent the following mes­ 
sage: 
‘Ohio struck a rock—steam er 
sinking—send aid immediately or ev­ 
erybody will be lost.’ 
“The steam ships Humboldt and Ru­ 
pert of the McKenzie Brothers Steam ­ 
ship company happened to be near at 
the time, and they both called the 
Ohio, asking for her latitude. 
Eccles 
gave it immediately and the Rupert 
flashed back that they would change 
their course and stand by the Ohio, as 
soon as possible. 
“In the m eantime Eccles sent an­ 
other message, saying: 
‘Ohio sinking 
fast—cannot hold out. 
Passengers be­ 
ing taken off in small boats. 
Captain 
and crew will stick to the last.’ 
“The Humboldt and Rupert both re­ 
plied that they were headed for the 
Ohio and would pick up the passen­ 
gers. 
Then came the final message 
from the stricken vessel. 
It was 
never finished: 
‘Passengers all got 
off aud adrift in small boats,’ it said. 
‘Captain and crew going off in the last 
boat, waiting for me now—good-by.’ 
“I was unable to get him again,” 
concludes Booth, “and I knew he had 
gone down w ith his ship.”

BOLIVIA AND PERU CLASH. 


Details of the Boundary Dispute Be­ 
tween the Two Countries. 
The territory involved in the dispute 
between Bolivia and Peru over the 
frontier limits of both countries com­ 
prises 
hundreds 
and 
hundreds 
of 
square miles of very rich land, all ly­ 
ing at the easter^ base of the Cordil­ 
leras. 
“That, along with ether rich 
territory lying near the Acre river, 
would have been Brazilian today,” said 
Senor J. Aguierre-Acha, the consul 
general of Bolivia in New York city, 
in explaining the causes of the riots 
in La Paz, the Bolivian capital, “had 
not Bolivia fought for it in the war 
between those two countries within 
the last generation. 
As a result of 
that contest Brazil paid Bolivia $10,- 
000.000. 
That money, large sums of 
which still are on deposit in New York 
and Loudon, has been chiefly expended 
In building railroads intended to de­ 
velop Bolivian commerce and increase 
the trade relations between my coun* 
try and Brazil through forming rail 
connections with the traffic that plies 
the rivers of both states. Already the 
railroad 
has been completed 
from 
Omro to Alacha, and a line now’ is 
under construction 
from 
Omro to 
Uyuni, which lies to the southward. 
“Villages and cities that owe their 
founding wholly to Bolivian initiative 
have sprung up iu great number 
thlroughout the disputed territory. Thus 
Bolivia has spent its money there as 
w’eil as the blood of its people. 
Two 
thousand of its soldiers were killed 
there in one campaign against Brazil. 
In that conflict not one Peruvian citi­ 
zen raised a hand to protect the terri­ 
tory in question. 
Not one Peruvian 
soldier ever fought to gain that strip 
of land. But when the hostilities had 
concluded Peru stepped in with its 
claim that the territory rightly be­ 
longed to it. 
“Peru assumed to base its claim on 
the contention that the land belonged 
to it by reason of certain dispositions 
made by Spanish klugs, but that con­ 
tention practically wTas a mere asser­ 
tion. 
On the other hand, before the 
South American republics were formed 
and when Spanish control dominated, 
the land in question formed a part of 
the territory which, with Bolivia’s area 
today, was tinder the jurisdiction of 
the central Spanish authority that ex­ 
isted at Chareas, the latter now form­ 
ing the present city of Sucre. 
Peru's 
territory was administered by Spanish 
authority from Lima, Argentina’s area 
from Buenos Aires, Chile by the cap­ 
tain general then established at San­ 
tiago, and so on. 
So when similar 
argument w’as required to meet the 
Peruvian contention of priority of 
rights Bolivia had direct proof to ad­ 


vance in support of its claim that the 
territory in question always had been 
part of its area, even under the Span­ 
ish kings. 
“We accepted 4 r^entina’s president 
as arbitrator because of the close 
friendship w’hich had existed between 
that country and my people. For more 
than four years Senor Don Eliodoro 
Villazon, who as president elect of 
Bolivia will assume his official duties 
on Aug. G, served as Bolivian minister 
in Buenos Aires.” 


TRIBUTE TO DR. HUNTINGTON 


Jews Remember Episcopal Clergyman’s 
Sympathy In Kishineff Massacre. 
To the Rev. Dr. William R. Hunt­ 
ington, rector of Grace church. New 
York city, who recently died at Na­ 
hant, Mass., Annette Ivohn of New 
York pays the following tribute: 
In the death of Dr. William It. Hunt­ 
ington 
the 
Protestant 
Episcopal 
church mourns the loss of a good 
Christian, a valuable and hardworking 
clergyman and a Ane man. 
But Dr. Huntington had a wider 
humanity, a spirit of truer religion and 
a finer manhood than can be confined 
within the bounds of any theological 
sect or creed. He was a cosmopolitan 
citizen of the world to whom all men 
were brothers aud whose noble heart 
was touched by the sufferings and sor­ 
rows of any of God's children, what­ 
ever their faith, their race or their 
country. 
At the time of the great Russian 
massacre at Kishineff, that electrified 
the civilized world, when 70,000 Rus­ 
sian Jews marched in funeral proces­ 
sion up Broadway, New York, bewail­ 
ing with dirges the loss of kinsmen 
and compatriots, it was Dr. Hunting­ 
ton who ordered the funeral bells 
of Grace church to be tolled during 
the entire long day of that weird and 
solemn funeral procession while he 
stood with bared head watching it 
pass the church. 
It was a fine and sympathetic act, 
noble in its simplicity, simple in its 
great nobility. 
When the writer of this tribute ex­ 
pressed appreciation of this friendly 
sympathy to Dr. Greer, the bishop of 
the diocese, the good bishop disclaim­ 
ed any personal responsibility for it, 
saying that “all the credit belonged 
to I)r. Huntington, for the act was his 
own entirely, though the good doctor 
had his highest commendation for hav­ 
ing conceived it.” 
The Jewish population not only of 
New York, but of the United States, 
were deeply moved by this touching 
token of sympathy and fellowship. 
Today as a body they join his fam­ 
ily, his church and the Christian com­ 
munity in mourning his death and 
revering his memory.

28 .—Lo u is Co le, me* 
chanic o f the Stearns car in the 24- 
ho u r au to mo bile race, was killed last 
night and the driv er, Lau rent Gro ss, 
was fatally inju red in a co llisio n with 
the Acme car sho rtly befo re midnight. 
Pateheke and May nard, the crew o f 
the Acme, were o nly slightly inju red. 
Bo th cars were wrecked. 
Gro ss and Co le were thro wn fro m 
their car in the co llisio n. 
Co le was 
alm o st instantly killed; Gro ss’s sp ine 
was bro ken and he canno t reco v er. 
The race was sto p p ed at o nce, bu t was 
resu m ed in ten minu tes. 
Less than fifteen minu tes later, to 
av o id ano ther co llisio n at the same

Jam es Du rden, a p ro minent p lanter 
and member o f the p o sse wrhich cap ­ 
tu red Clark, was sho t and instantly 
killed. 
The ether members o f the 
p o sse who were sho t by Clark w'ere: 
Sheriff Jam es Lester, W alker Wim- 
mo ns and three o thers u nkno wn. The 
o fficer receiv ed an u gly wo u nd in the 
breast. 
The p o sse fo u nd Clark in Sweeney ’s 
ho u se. 
Sweeney 's wife was at ho me, 
bu t Sweeney was absent. The sheriff 
called o n Clark to su rrender. 
Fo r an­ 
swer he receiv ed a 44-caliber bu llet 
fired fro m an au to m atic gu n. 
Du drcn 
was sho t and o ther members o f the 
p o sse fell befo re the to rrent o f lead 
dealt by the negro . 
He co ntinu ed to 
fire u ntil his ammu nitio n was ex hau st­ 
ed. 
He was then o v erp o w’ered and 
his bo dy riddled with bu llets. 
He 
wo re a steel breastp late that tu rned 
W inchester bu llets. 
A p ile cf lo gs 
was co v ered with cru de tu rp entine 
and the bo dy cremated. 
In the ex ­ 
citem ent the wo man escap ed. 
The 
ev ents fired the intense sp irit o f the 
p o sse and if is said she canno t escap e 
the search that is being institu ted. 
Sweeney was later cau ght near here. 
He was carried abo ard a no rthbo u nd 
train to a seclu ded wo o d near Tarry ­ 
to wn, where his bo dy wras riddled with 
bu llets after being swu ng u p to a sap 
ling.
